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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments have been found not 
persuasive. The reasons are as follow: 

Reqardinq to claims 1-3: The applicant argued that Becerra would be rendered inoperable by introduction of synchronization with a clock 
?ne as Scussed in Edelen, but did not explain why. In fact, a shift clock for clocking data bit being shifted into a ^^»S^S£ 
the art as essential for synchronization purpose; Edelen's teaching is an evidence. Therefore, shifting firing group data and direction data 
bits into the first memories with a shift clock as taught by Edelen does not render inoperable Becerra s memories. 

Regarding to claims 4-8: The applicant argued that Becerra did not discuss that parallel data latch 80 stores the simultaneous firing i nozzle 
date As shoVn in FIG. 7, each data bit in the latch 80 is outputted at the output of each OR gate 76 to simultaneously dnve/fire all nozzles 
connecting to the same output. 

Regarding to claims 9-15: The applicant argued that Becerra did not discuss a value of "1" is loaded in to both the MSB and the LSB and a 
value of "0" into each of the X bits In response, the examiner cites that in column 1 2. lines 1 3-1 5 and column 11 . hnes 3-5 Becerra 
teaches that the two end cells 98 (which are the MSB and the LSB) in FIG.
